NEW BANK RULES 
MAY HURT TRADE 


New York and Chicago Banks Ex- 


act No Such Charges. 


TALK OF ANTI-TRUST BANKS 


St. Louis Merchants Declare the New 
Rules Will Be an Obstacle in the 
Way of Trade Expansion. 


The great majority of merchants and 
some of the leading bankers of St. Louis 


are up in arms against the new rule of the 


local clearing house, imposing a tax on all 


outside checks and drafts deposited with’ 


the banks for collection. They claim the 
adoption of this rule is inimical to the busi< 
ness interests of the city and that a marked 
depression in trade circles will inevitably 
follow. . 

The competition for country trade at pres- 
ent is exceedingly active and, it is claimed, 
that any measure which tends to hamper 


a free exchange of checks and drafts is 
sure to result disastrously to the city plac- 
ing it in operation. So bitter is this oprosi- 
tion in certain quarters that the advisability 
of establishing an anti-trust bank is opely 
broached. * 

The interviews with bankers and mer- 
chants given below speak for themselves. 
Mr. S. M. Kennard, who is president of tha 
Business Men’s Leacue, and who as a 
merchant would naturally be expected to 
lead the opposition, is also compelled to 
face the situation in the capacity of a 
leading bank director. Recognizing, there- 
fore, the delicacy of his position, Mr. Ken- 
nard, when asked his opinion, replied by 
saying that he had some very pronounced 
views of the subject, but he did not desire 
at present to make them public. Mr. E. C. 
Simmons, who is similarly situated, also 
declines to express his views. There are 
thers, however,who do not hesitate to take 
the bull by the horns and declare in em- 
hatic ter s that the Clearing House Asso- 
ciation has made a great blunder and un- 
less the new rule is resernded St.Louis trade 
will suffer.

EST PATIENT. DAD. 


Dr. Paquin’s Consumption Cure 
Did Not Save Wm. Buck. 


The first of Dr. Paul Paquins’ blood 
serum patients has died. William Buck, 
an inmate of the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital, died early this morning. He first be- 
gan taking the new treatment February 11. 


Daily injections were given him until last 
Saturday, when, having grown steadily 
worse, he refused to consent to any more. 
His body and also that of the other patients, 
broke out with blotches, which loo toa 
layman somewhat like hives. 

Andy Beierlein, who began the treatment 
with Boch, has lost four pounds, and was 
worse for a time. but now seems to be 
growing better. ‘George Reitér’s condition 
is about the same. They are still continu- 


ing the treatment.

is a failure, as he was very low when the 
experiment was commenced, Dr. Marks of 
the City Hospital says that time enough 
has not yet elapsed for anything definite to 
be told about any. of the patients, as their 
condition for better or for worse may have 
been caused by outside factors.

Miss Gould Denies She Intends 
Embracing Castellane’s Faith. 


TO BE A HOME WEDDING. 


No Attempt Has Been Made to Have 
the Ceremony Performed at 
the Cathedral.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—Miss Anna Gould 
last night gave an explicit denial to the 
statement that she is to become a Catholic. 
Shé was seen at the Plaza Hotel, where 
she is stopping with her sister, Miss Helen, 
and Frank Gould, her youngest brother, till 
the time for the marriage, next Monday. 
Miss Gould’s cousin, Miss Northrop, a very 
beautiful blonde, was also of the party. 
They were just going in to dinner. 

Miss Helen Gould, who is always very ret- 


icent, declined to -say anything regarding 
her sister’s religious views, and referred the 
reporter to Miss Anna herself, who was in 
her boudoir. A magnificent bouquet of Jac- 
uinots stood in a rich Majolica vase near 
the door. It is the custom of Miss Gould’s 
affianced to send her every day a similar 
handsome floral evidence of his affection. 
NOT TO BECOME A CATHOLIC. 
Miss Gould had heard of the statement 
which presumed on her change of religion 
immediately upon her arrival in Paris and 
denied it in toto.

It was not true, Miss Gould said, that the 
Marquise De Castellane, the mother of the 
Count, had sent a message to the groom 
asking for a special dispensation for a mar- 
riage in the cathedral. Undoubtedly this 
would have been agreeable to her feelings, 
both as a Catholic and a French woman, 
as church marriages were customary in 
France. But she was perfectly satisfied 
with the arrangements as they stood. In 
fact, owing to the necessity which lay upon 
the Count of getting back to France before 
the expiration of his leave of absence from 
military service it ‘not been possible to 
2 out the w ceremony. with as 
much regard to detail as the various parties 
would have liked, ; 

Miss Gould was positive in her assertion 
that she had no intention of leaving the 
Episcopal Church, to which she now be- 
longs, for any other, and stated more than 
once that no such change of creed had ever 
been asked or even hinted at by the Count 
or his family or contemplated by herself. 

In having a Catholic marviage Miss Anna 
Gould is simply conforming to the forms 
imposed by her flance’s faith. At the same 
time Miss Gould admires the beautiful mar- 
riage service of the Roman Church. 


NO CHURCH WEDDING. 

The report gave rise to a story that the 
wedding ceremony would be performed in 
the Cathedral. In reply to a question if this 
were so, Fr. Connelly, secretary to Arch- 


bishop Corrigan, sent word last night that 
he knew nothing about it. Other priests 
seen said that unless Miss Gould joined the 
Catholic Church before her marriage it was 
impossible that the ceremony -could take 
place in the church. Miss Gould has been 
seen often with her flame in the Cathedral. 

Miss Anna Gould will pass the week in 
seclusion, as this is considered the proper 
thing for a young woman on the eve of 
marriage. She did not go to the theater 
last night, and of the two families only the 
Marquise De Castdllane and Mrs. George 
Gould dropped int the Monday musical 
matinee of A. Morris Bagby at the Waldorf.

Spain Has Taken Measures to Suppress

MADRID, Feb. 28.—At the conclusion of 

the special meeting of the Cabinet held last 


‘ night, at which the Minister of the Colonies, 
Senor Abarusea, and Minister of War Gen. 


Lopez Dominguez announced that the Gov- 
ernment had authorized the issuing of a 
roclamation by the Governor-General of 
uba in order to suppress the armed bands 
of brigands which have appeared in the 
Provinces of Matanzas and Puerto Principe, 
the Ministers said that if rigorous measures 
had been adopted in Cuba their sole object 
was to suppress brigandage by givin full 
effect to the- law. The Ministers denied that 
any serious Gisorders had occurred, and they 
also said that there was no truth in the re- 
rt that troops from the Phillipine Islands 
Rad been landed in Cuba. 


COLOMBIAN REBELLION. 


Battle Near Call in Which the Rebel 
Troops Were Defeated. 


PANAMA, Colombia, Feb. 25.—News has 
been received from Buena Ventura of a 
battle near Cali, in which the rebels were 
defeated. Many were killed on both sides. 
The Government forces captured a large 
body of prisoners. 

Fourteen hundred Government troops are 
marching rapidly against Cartago, which, it 
is reported, has been seized by the rebels. 
Reports from Santander are not favorable 
to the Government. A battle is expected 
there at any time. Gen. Rafael Reyes left 
Calamar last Friday with 1,300 men. He wil! 
on arrival join forces with Gen. Herrera in 
Santander. 

Gen. Renjifa.writes from Cali that Edua- 
ardo Maffea, chief of the rebel forces in 
Cauca, has been captured and tried by 
court-martial. He has been sentenced to 
eight years in prison. He says that it is 
time for the Government to adopt drastic 
measures against the enemies of the Gov- 
ernment. 

In the official bulletin is printed the an- 
nouncement that Gen. Roberto Ardaneta, 
formerly General-in-Chief of the Panama 
garrison, has been taken prisoner by the 
rebel forces. The Government offers a ran- 
som for his release.

OTHER REVOLUTIONS. 


TVs Several Attempts of Cuba to Achieve 
Her Independence. 

This latest project for liberating Cuba 
is apparently the consummation of the plan 
which miscarried nearly two years ago. 
Early in April, 1893, it was announced that a 
revolutionary expedition was fitting out at 
Key West; the patriots who had been exiled 
by the Spanish Government were drilling 
and arming men for the invasion. Two 


weeks later the. report of the Key West 
expedition was denied at New York, and it 
then developed that the plot for Spain's 
overthrow was brewing on Manhattan Isl- 
and. There was no en announcement of 
war, but Jose Marti plainly intimated that 
preparations for revolt were under way, 
and that when plans were perfected they 
would go ahead. As late as November of 
the same year the war talk had not died 
out, and it was said the rebellion had al- 

y begun; but nothing came of it all. 
Seemingly the time for insurrection was not 


ripe. 

Other attempts to free Cuba are historical. 
During the month of October, 1851, a party 
of about 480 men, led by Narcisso Lopez, 
embarked on the steamer Pampero at New 
Orleans and set out for Cuba. On touching 
at Key West they were informed that a re- 
volt had taken place in the Vuelta de Abajo, 
and Lopez accordingly resolved to land in 
that district, but by some mistake missed 
the point of destination and landed on the 
northern coast of the western department 
of the island on the night of Aug. 11. The 
shore was deserted, and at this point Lopez 
left Col. Crittenden with about 100 men in 
charge of the stores and unnecessary arms 
and with the remainder of his command 
advanced to the town of Las Pezas.

CASHIER KIRCHER’S VIEWS. 

Mr. C. E. Kircher, cashier of the German- 
American Bank, another opponent of the 
charge system, said: This is not within 
the province of the clearing house. Its office 


is to provide a place for clearings and 
I will cheerfully grant its more recently 
claimed right to have a committee investi- 
gate the condition of a bank whenever the 
association sees fit. But after this last as- 
sertion of powers I see no limit to the juris- 
diction of the association. It might with 
as much reason say what rates of discount 
we should charge our various customers. 
This cha system is the outcome of the 
throat-cutting which has been going on for 
several years. In the scramble for business 
some of the banks have offered these serv- 
ices, now taxed, for nothing and given a 
chromo besides. That is why some banks 
have stopped paying Wlividends. This sys- 
tem is not a recent development. It has 
been urged by certain men for a long time, 
and the old Clearing House Association had 
to be dissolved and a new one organized to 
bring about the present state of affairs. 
Under the old constitution a unanimous 
vote was required to do anything of this 
sort, but under the new eonstitution only 
a three-fourths vote is necessary. The new 
constitution adds this to the article of the 
old constitution, defining the powers of the 
association: ‘The regulation of exchanges, 
the finding of minimum rates to be charged' 
on outside drafts and collections and to pro- 
vide for the im ition and enforcement 
of suitable penalties for the violation of 
such rules and regulations.’ 

This new constitution was submitted to 
all the banks, and their officers and direc- 
tors signed it. The minority of the banks op- 
posed to it were obliged to sign it, or stay 
out of the neW association. Ask Mr. "Walker 
Hill of the American Exchange Bank. His 
Board of Directors instructed him not to 
sign the constitution, but he was given 
eight days to come into the association, and 
he could not afford to stay out. 

“I am principally opposed to the charge 
system, cause it discriminates against 
city customers in favor of the outside. If 
there were no exemptions or discriminations 
every one of the twenty banks in the as- 
sociation would have supported the system. 
As it is, the Kansas City banks can dump 
bushels of paper on the St. Louis banks foy 
collection in Illinois without charge. The 
railroads are exempt, because the moment 
they were charged they would transfer their 
accounts to Chicago. I am preparing a cir- 
cular to our patrons, felling them of the 
adoption of the charge system against our 
objections.”

Now the banks will insist 
on at least 16 cents exchange on every on 
of them. As we receive over 100 of thes 
checks daily our discount on this basis 
would be at least $15 a day or $4,500 a year. 
This we cannot stand and shali. of 
course have to insist on paper in payment 
of bills that is worth par. The order will, 
undoubtedly, take considerable money out 
of the city.” 

W. K. Downman of J. W. Scudder &

BRING OUT THE FACTS. 

The Missouri Legislature has seemingly 
made a start toward investigating the 
means and influences by which Sedalia 
secured the passage of the capital re- 
moval resolution. 

The Post-Dispatch has produced facts 
sufficient to warrant the General Assein- 
bly in making a thorough ani fearless 
inquiry, and it should lose no time in be- 
ginning the work. Not as an attack upon 
the enterprising city of Sedalia, nor for 
the purpose of influencing ‘the defeat of 
the amendment upon its merits, but for 
the sole and oniy purpose of ascertaining 
or improper meang 
were employed to give Sedalia the success 
it achieved. 

It is said to be understood at Jefferson 
City that the reference of the investiga- 
tion resolution to the House Committee 
on Permanent Seat of Government means 
tlat it has been side-tracked and will be 
buried without further consideration. 
The committee cannot afford to fulfill 
these predictions. The Legislature can- 
not afford t. The people and city of Se- 
dalia owe it to themselves to have every 
fact in connection with this matter laid 
bare. 

More than that, Sedalians should know 
that they have a great and doubtful task 
before them in their campaign for the 
adoption of the removal amendment. It 
will require all their powers of argument 
and persuasion to win, and they will be 
very apt to meet defeat unless they go 
into the fight with an official verdict that 
the circumstances of submission were 
clean. 

The Post-Dispatch makes this state- 
ment without prejudice. Grave charges 
and insinuations have been made against 
certain persons and influences.

BOYCOTTING AMERICAN PRODUCTS. 


| The report that France has joined, the 
European league to boycott American 
products is confirmed by to-day's news. 
The French Government has issued a de- 
cree forbidding the importation of Amer- 
ican cattle. 

But despite the accumulating evidence 
of the damaging effect of the Sugar 
Trust’s differential, the Senate hesitates 
to repeal this iniquitous feature of the 
new tariff law. It still permits itself to 
be flustrated by the small group of Sena- 
tors who “held up” the country for the 
benefit of the Sugar Trust. 

The whole burden of the discrimination 
of France, Germany and Belgium against 
American products falls upon the already 
depressed agricultural interests of the 
West and South. They are cut off from 
valuable markets for the most profitable 
form in which their products can be 
shipped abroad. They are twice robbed 
in the interest of the Sugar Trust. 

Notwithstanding the odds against them 
—the monopoly opposition, the unman- 
ageableness of the Senate and the hurly 
burly of the close of the session—the 
Western and Southern Senators should 
make a strenuous effort to repeal the dif- 
ferential before adjournment. They 
should demand it as an act of justice to 
their constituents. 


IMPROVE THE ~ SERVICE, 

The claim of the street railway compa- 
nies that 5-cent fares are essential to 
their efficiency, if not their existence, is 
admissible only if accompanied by 5-cent 
service. 

The street railroad system of St. Louis 
is admirable in many respects, but its 
managers have not kept pace with the 


richly paid for all they have done. 

With every improvement they have in- 
jected more water into the capital, and 
the people of the city are made to pay 
dearly for every added facility. The roads 
are capitalized for $40,554,000, an amount 
greatly in excess of the actual invest- 
ment—probably double the real capital. 
The investment has proved very profita- 
ble in spite of the poverty cry, for the re- 
turns come either in dividend on stock or 
interest on bonds. St. Louis has a great 
street railroad system and the people are 
paying for it. 

The companies must do more. They 
have steadily refused to provide fenders 
and other life-saving devices, and they 
resist the demand for transfers. These 
two just requirements must be fairly met 
without delay and others as time develops 
further public needs. Human life must 
be better protected, and passengers car- 
ried to all parts of the city at one 5-cent 
fare. These requirements are not unreas- 
onable. In fact, they are entirely justifi- 
able when considered in the light of the 
huge overcapitalization, which is a 
proven fact. N 
If the companies do not comply with 
these popular demands they will face the 
alternative of a 3-cent fare. They must 
choose between the two. 


WHEN WOMEN WILL VOTE. 

The expected has happened. The Mis- 
souri House of Representatives has re- 
fused, by a vote of 67 to 43, to submit a 
woman suffrage amendment. 
It is significant and explanatory that 
although the galleries of the House were 
crowded with ladies, the Representatives 
who spoke in opposition to the amend- 
ment received the most and loudest ap- 
plause. Therein lies the real cause for 
the negative votes cast by the members. 
For whenever the women of Missouri 
make up their mindg that they desire the 
right of suffrage they will get it. Just as 
soon as a majority of the intelligent wom- 
en in any State make krown authorita- 
tively that they desire equal power and re- 
sponsibility with men in the affairs of 
government, their wish will be granted. 

The attitude of men with respect to this 
question is that they are not willing to 
force upon women unwelcome and—as 
the Post-Dispatch thinks—uncongenial 
duties until the women make it plainly 
apparent that such duties are desired by 
them. ; 

Then a suffrage amendment will be sub- 
mitted and cheerfully adopted in any or 
all of the States.

TO PROTECT DEPOSITORS.

in the penitentiary for a term of not less 
than twenty years. 

“Any person or corporation or building 
association that holds itself out to receive 
deposits of money or other valuable thing 
is hereby declared to be engaged in the 
banking business and shall be amenable to 
this act.“

the State University.

VIRTUES OF ANTI-TOXINE. 


Case of Diphtheria in Which It Proved 
Efficacious. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

ST. CLAIRSVILLE, O., Feb. 26.—Dr. J. 
H. Walker reports a case which is a strong 
argument in favor of anti-toxine in the 
treatment of diphtheria. He was called on 
Tuesday last to see Annie May Carman, 


5 years, who had been suffering with 
diphtheria for five days, her mother re- 
ported. The temperature was 104, and the 
pulse 140, respiration badly impeded, and 
the patient able to speak only in a smoth- 
ered whisper. He applied the usual reme- 
dies without avail until 2:30 a. m. Wednes- 
day, when some anti-toxine for which he 
had sent to Wheeling arrived. Then he in- 
jected 15 centigrammes of it. In an hour 
the temperature had fallen 1 degree. Twelve 
hours after the first injection the tempera- 
ture was 99 1-5, pulse 92, almost regular 
and voice considerably improved. in 48 
hours the membrane began to loosen, and 
she coughed up large pieces of it. On the 
fourth day the pulse was normal, temper- 
ature normal, false membrane gone, and 
but slight swelling of the glands. Other 
conditions improv ony and the patient 
is now almost entirely well.
